INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Use  of  Secondhand  Tubs  for  Edible  Products. 

It  has  been  represented  to  the  bureau  that  large  numbers  of  secondhand  wooden 
tubs  (oleomargarin  and  butter  tubs)  are  purchased  by  official  establishments,  to  be 
used  again  as  containers  for  lard  and  compound,  and  that  in  many  instances  prior  to 
such  purchase  they  have  been  subjected  to  insanitary  uses  or  to  very  unclean  han- 
dling. The  bureau  is  not  informed  as  to  the  accuracy  of  these  representations.  When 
such  tubs  are  received  at  official  establishments  and  before  they  are  cleaned  for 
using  they  must  be  inspected,  so  that  any  which  show  evidence  of  having  been  mis- 
used shall  not  again  be  used  as  containers  for  edible  products..  The  tubs  which  do 
not  show  any  evidence  of  previous  misuse  may,  as  heretofore,  be  utilized  after  being 
properly  cleaned. 

In  this  connection  inspectors  are  advised  that  in  addition  to  the  usual  scrubbing 
and  rinsing,  steaming  is  considered  essential  for  the  thorough  clenasing  of  second- 
hand tubs. 

Bandages  for  Wounds  on  Hands. 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  take  notice  of  the  objectionable  possibilities,  particularly 
in  meat-trimming,  sausage,  and  canning  departments,  arising  from  the  kind  of  medi- 
caments and  bandages  used  for  woimds  on  hands  by  persons  engaged  in  handling 
meats.  It  is  possible  for  the  cloth  bandage  wet  with  any  one  of  a  number  of  medicinal 
agents  in  common  use  to  impart  an  odor  to  a  piece  of  meat  by  contact,  and  also  within 
the  limits  of  ordinary  possibility  for  a  bandage  to  become  loosened,  slip  unnoticed 
from  the  finger,  and  be  lost  in  a  mass  of  cut  meats  which  the  worker  may  be  mixing 
or  otherwise  handling  at  the  time.  The  mere  contemplation  of  such  a  possibility 
gives  rise  to  a  feeling  of  repugnance.  The  remedy  lies  in  the  use  of  an  impervious 
material  for  bandages  and  finger  stalls,  so  formed  that  they  can  be  securely  fastened 
to  the  wrist. 

Inspectors  will  notify  the  proprietors  or  managers  of  establishments,  as  occasion 
arises,  that  no  person  having  wounds  or  sores  on  either  hand  will  be  allowed  to  handle 
i:Y.  S.  inspected  and  passed''  meats  until  the  requirement  above  indicated  is  met. 


Inflating  Carcasses. 

The  practice,  which  obtains  at  some  stations,  of  inflating  carcasses  prior  to  their 
evisceration  lessens  the  opportunity  necessary  to  a  proper  and  efficient  inspection 
of  such  carcasses,  in  that  it  produces  a  material  change  in  the  appearance  of  those 
which  are  immature  or  emaciated,  and  the  inflation  of  the  tissues  may  easily  obscure 
from  the  inspector's  view  abscess  and  tumor  formations.  Inspectors  are  therefore 
directed  to  prohibit  inflation  of  carcasses  until  the  inspection  has  been  completed. 

Export  Certificates. 

Referring  to  regulation  25,  section  5,  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  inspectors  are  advised  that 
the  waiving  of  the  requirement  in  regard  to  export  certificates  for  meat  and  meat  food 
products  to  foreign  countries  other  than  those  named  in  section  5  is  not  to  be  construed 
as  a  prohibition  against  the  issuance  of  certificates  to  other  foreign  countries.  Pro- 
viding all  requirements  are  complied' with,  inspectors  may  issue,  upon  the  application 
of  the  exporter,  certificates  to  cover  shipments  of  "U.  S.  inspected  and  passed"  meat 
and  meat  food  products,  properly  stamped,  to  foreign  countries  other  than  those  named 
in  section  5. 

I.  D.  Form  112B  and  112D  Reports. 

It  is  noted  that  the  I.  D.  Form  112B  and  112D  reports  from  many  stations  fail  to  show 
the  sex  of  suspected  and  of  retained  tuberculous  cattle  carcasses.  Inspectors  in  charge 
kare  directed  to  see  that  this  information  is  shown  on  Forms  112B  and  112F  for  suspected 
carcasses,  and  on  112D  and  112F  for  retained  carcasses,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
given  in  Service  Announcements  for  August,  1911,  page  57. 

Long  and  Short  Cut  Hams. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  report  not  later  than  February  15  as  to  whether 
in  their  opinion  long-cut  hams  which  do  not  have  the  marrow  exposed  cure  out  and 
keep  better  than  short-cut  hams  with  marrow  exposed. 

Samples  of  Gelatins. 

Inspectors  in  charge  will  immediately  take  4-ounce  samples  of  all  gelatins  used  in 
the  preparation  of  meat  food  products,  and  after  careful  labeling  to  show  the  exact 
use  to  which  these  gelatins  are  put  in  each  establishment,  forward  them  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Biochemic  Division,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C.  The  samples  from  each  establishment  should  be  accompanied 
by  a  properly  executed  Form  Be.  1. 


INFORMATION  AFFECTING  EXPORTS  OF  MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

The  following  information  has  been  received  through  the  Department  of  State: 

Switzerland. 

The  Swiss  Federal  Council,  under  authority  granted  to  it  by  the  Swiss  Congress  to 
reduce  the  customs  duties  on  various  articles  because  of  the  increased  high  cost  of 
living,  has  reduced  the  customs  duty  on  frozen  meat  from  25  francs  ($4.82t)  to  10 
francs  ($1.93)  per  100  kilograms  (220.46  pounds),  effective  January  1,  1912.  This 
customs  duty  equals  88  cents  per  100  pounds  as  compared  with  the  former  duty  of 
$2.18  per  100  pounds.  A  further  reduction  has  been  made  for  conserved  meat  and 
salted  and  smoked  (including  dried)  bacon  from  20  francs  ($3.86)  to  10  francs  ($1.93) 
per  100  kilograms.    This  customs  duty  equals  88  cents  per  100  pounds  as  compared 


with  the  former  duty  of  $1.76  per  100  pounds.    The  duty  on  hams  remains  the  same, 
14  francs  per  100  kilograms  (equaling  $1.23  per  100  pounds).    - 

The  Federal  Council  will  present  to  Congress  a  report  upon  the  subject  of  the  reduc- 
tions, and  opposition  is  not  expected.    The  reductions  remain  in  force  until  further 

notice. 

Norway. 

The  Norwegian  Government  has  issued  orders,  under  date  of  November  4,  1911,  to 
the  effect  that  cut-up  salted  beef  in  barrels  imported  into  Norway  for  the  purpose  of 
being  reexported  as  provisions  for  ships  shall  be  exempted  from  the  inspection  re- 
quired by  the  royal  decree  of  August  4,  1911,  when  the  beef  is  placed  in  transit  ware- 
houses and  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  customs  service  for  such  cases  are 
complied  with. 

Salted  beef  in  barrels  used  as  provisions  for  ships  is  said  to  amount  to  95  per  cent 
of  the  total  importation  of  that  article. 

Under  the  law  of  July  25,  1910,  and  regulations  pursuant  thereto  issued  August  4 
and  October  6,  1911,  it  was  provided  that  salted  beef  in  barrels  should  be  packed  in 
pieces  of  4  kilograms  (8.8  pounds),  instead  of  2  kilograms,  as  before,  and  that  all  such 
meats  should  be  inspected.  It  was  claimed  by  those  importing  salted  beef  that  since 
the  article  is  packed  in  a  solution  of  salt  in  hermetically  sealed  barrels  the  opening  of 
such  barrels  for  inspection  purposes  would  cause  putrefaction  in  a  short  time.  At  the 
request  of  the  importers,  who  claimed  that  these  new  regulations  would  practically 
amount  to  prohibition  of  the  American  product,  the  American  minister  took  up  the 
subject  with  the  Norwegian  Government,  with  the  result  that  the  exemption  above 
mentioned  was  granted.

Since  December  10,  1911,  eight  reports  of  alleged  violation  of  the  quarantine  laws 
and  regulations  have  been  received. 


Meat-inspection  Law. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  W.  Zudeck,  128  Allen  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y., 
for  alleged  violation  of  the  meat-inspection  act  in  transporting  interstate  unwholesome 
sausage,  the  defendant  recently  entered  a  plea  of  non  vult  and  a  fine  of  $50  was  imposed 
and  paid. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  J.  F.  Paddleford,  Sherburne,  N.  Y.,  for  violation 
of  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  interstate,  the  defendant 
recently  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Gust  Baumann,  Glenbeulah,  Wis.,  for  violation  of 
the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  commerce, 
has  been  terminated  by  payment  of  a  fine  of  $25.    . 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Ed.  Smith,  Rockdale,  N.  Y.,  for  violation  of  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  interstate,  the  defendant 
recently  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FISCAL  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  fiscal  regulations  of  the  department  were  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  General  Order  No.  148,  dated  October  24,  1911: 

Paragraph  9-B. — Charges  for  extra  baggage  will  not  be  allowed  except  in  cases 
where  the  extra  weight  consists  of  public  property,  or  private  property  to  be  used  for 
public  purposes,  and  must  always  be  explained  and  supported  by  subvouchers  when 
practicable. 

Paragraph  9-E. — Subvouchers  for  subsistence  supplies  must  also  show  the  period 
covered  by  the  supplies. 

Paragraph  9-F. — Transfer  of  self  and  baggage — street  car,  transfer  coach,  omnibus, 
cab,  carriage,  taxicab,  or  automobile  fares,  and  transfer  of  baggage  between  depots  and 
hotels  or  residences:  A  fare  of  not  to  exceed  50  cents  for  transfer  of  self,  and  a  charge  of 
not  to  exceed  50  cents  for  transfer  of  each  piece  of  baggage,  if  within  the  legal  rates, 
will  be  allowed;  payments  in  excess  of  these  rates  must  be  explained  in  writing. 
Transfers  between  hotels  will  only  be  allowed  when  satisfactorily  explained. 

Paragraph  9-G. — Checking  and  porterage  of  baggage  at  hotels  and  depots  not  to 
exceed  10  cents  for  each  piece  checked.  A  charge  for  hotel  porter  at  official  station 
or  temporary  headquarters  will  not  be  allowed. 

Paragraph  9-0. — Charges  for  Pullman  chair-car  service  must  show  the  points  between 
which  it  is  used,  and  where  Pullman  berth  is  used  it  must  also  be  shown  whether 
upper  or  lower. 

Paragraph  14-B. — Where  cash  fares  on  railroads  have  been  made,  the  initials  of  all 
railroads  traveled  upon  must  be  stated  and  the  points  between  which  the  travel  is 
performed  must  be  shown. 

Paragraph  14~C. — Subvouchers  must  also  be  furnished  for  towel  service,  gas,  elec- 
tricity, and  post-office  box  rent. 

Paragraph  14-E. — Suspended  items  resubmitted  in  a  separate  account,  and  unac- 
companied by  other  items,  need  not  be  sworn  to. 

Paragraph  17. — Street-car  fares  at  official  stations  can  not  be  allowed  employees  on 
the  statutory  roll,  except  where  it  is  shown  the  expense  was  incurred  in  the  transpor- 
tation of  Government  property,  and  must  be  authorized  specifically  in  advance. 

Storage  charges  on  baggage  to  avoid  frequent  transfers  may  be  allowed  when 
explained. 

Paragraph  20. — Unauthorized  items:  Items  of  expenditure  appearing  in  traveling 
expense  accounts  having  no  apparent  relation  to  the  usual  and  customary  expenses 
of  travel  must  be  specifically  authorized  before  payment  can  be  made  therefor.     If 


not  provided  for  in  the  instructions,  reference  to  such  items  should  be  made  in  a  letter 
accompanying  the  account,  with  explanation  as  to  then-  necessity. 

Paragraph  54. — Express  shipments  between  points  outside  of  Washington  not  made 
on  Government  bill  of  lading  must  be  paid  for  by  the  employee  shipping  same  and 
included  in  his  expense  account.  Receipts  for  express  charges  paid  must  show  the 
points  between  which  the  shipment  moved,  a  brief  description  of  contents,  the  sepa- 
rate weight  of  each  package  composing  the  shipment,  and  the  amount  of  charges  paid. 

Paragraph  79. — Expense  accounts  covering  a  specific  trip  may  be  rendered  at  the 
end  of  the  trip  without  waiting  for  the  end  of  the  month. 


CLASSIFICATION  OF  TRAVEL  ACCOUNTS. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat-inspection  stations  who  have  authorizations  covering 
travel  by  themselves  or  by  members  of  their  forces,  which  travel  is  payable  from 
appropriations  other  than  for  meat  inspection.,  are  requested  to  indicate  on  reimburse- 
ment accounts  the  exact  nature  of  the  work  which  necessitated  the  travel,  in  order 
that  the  expense  may  be  properly  classified  in  the  cost-keeping  records  of  the  bureau. 
This  may  be  done  by  a  brief  notation,  such  as  "Sheep  scabies  inspection,"  •'Investi- 
gating alleged  violations  of  28-hour  law."  or  "  Cooperative  tuberculosis  investigations." 
Such  statements  as  '"'Inspecting  animals  for  contagious  diseases'*  are  too  indefinite. 


DESTRUCTION  OF  OLD  REPORTS. 

The  permission  to  destroy  routine  reports  more  than  three  years  old.  given  in  Service 
Announcements  for  July.-  1907.  page  15,  is  hereby  amended  by  omitting  the  clause 
which  gives  permission  to  destroy  books  containing  impression  copies  of  reports. 
These  copy  books,  together  with  the  letter  books,  should  form  part  of  the  permanent 
files  of  the  stations.  .     .
